A TWO-WEEKS TRIP TO NOVA SCOTIA. 


HERE seems to be a large class of people whose ideas in 

regard to Nova Scotia are extremely vague. It is classed 
in their minds with a number of green, red and yellow 
blotches on the maps of their school geographies, where no- 
body in particular lives, and, at the most, as only a semi- 
civilized region, with a coast useful to wreck vessels upon, 
and an interior populated largely by Indians and Esquimaux, 
and a few white people who stay there because they have to. 
Greenland, Labrador, Alaska and Nova Scotia, to these peo- 
ple, are all very similar in their physical and social aspects. 
They know that when people ‘go to Halifax” they go to 


Nova Scotia. 

An opportunity occurred a few years ago for me to spend 
several weeks in different parts of Nova Scotia, which little 
experience expanded my ideas of the region in a most agreea- 
ble manner, and I should like now to awaken others to the 
fact that a pleasant, interesting, invigorating and-economical 
trip can be taken there by any one who can get a two-weeks’ 
vacation, whether he goes as an angler, sportsman, or mere 
pleasure tourist. ; 

During the summer of 1876, the year following my first ex- 

rience in Nova Scotia, having formed a congenial ‘‘ Fishing 
lub,” consisting of one friend and myself (in most cases a 
sufficient membership for such a club), we left Philadelphia 
about noon, one day early in July, and took one of the Sound 
steamers the same night in New York for Boston. Starting 
during intensely hot weather, as soon as we were on board 
the magnificent Providence we were cool and comfortable, 
and the pleasure of our trip began. Many persons object to 

oing long distances in search of sport, because so much time 
is consumed in getting to the ground. But with such ideas 
much of the pleasure of life is wasted or unrecognized. The 
“good time coming” may generally begin the moment one 
gets on the cars to leave care and worry behind, and to ‘go 
somewhere.” I never see a train of cars move out of a depot 
but I wish I were on board ‘‘ going somewhere,” especially 
somewhere that a trout lives. Having breakfasted on the boat, 
at Boston we were soon transferred to one of the fine boats of 
the International Steamship Co. (sailing rely which 
was to carry us along the coast to St. John, N. B. The boat 
touches at Portland in the evening, and at Eastport the fol- 
lowing morning, reaching St. John in the afternoon. If the 
boat is missed at Boston, owing to detention on the Sound, by 
going by rail to Portland it can be taken there in the evening. 

Sailing out of Portland’s rock-bound harbor that evening, 
we had a combination of thunder storm and sunset, with 
most magnificent sky and cloud effects, with Maine’s rugged 
coast fora background. Mount Desert was passed during the 
night, and Grand Manan the next morning. During the 
summer months good weather can be counted on, and a 
thirty-six hours’ sail along the coast of Maine is almost cer- 
tain to be thoroughly enjoyable. 

After a night spent at the Victoria Hotel in St. John (un- 
fortunately burned last summer in the great fire), we pushed 
on by the’ tercolonial Railway to our destination, which was 
the little place known as Westchester, in Cumberland County, 

[See Haliock’s ‘‘Fishing Tourist.”] Mr. E. J. Purdy, 
who keeps the pleasant little inn at Westchester, met us at 
Thompson Station by previous appointment, and after a fif- 
teen-miles’ drive we reached his home on the summit of the 
Cobequid Mountains, about six in the evening. Situated as 
Westchester is, on the top of a low range of hills about in the 
middle of the neck of land connecting Nova Scotia with the 
mainland, one gets a most deliciously cool and invigorating 
combination of the sea air’blowing up from the Bay of Fundy, 
and the bracing mountain air of this, the highest point-in 
Nova Scotia, An invalid could not breathe a more healthy 
compound. As for Mr. Purdy and his family, one could not 
have hosts more anxious to please, or more filled with the 
spirit of true hospitality. Mr. Purdy had carefully attended 
to every detail of the preparations necessary for our comfort 
while in camp, and early the following morning, with Mr. 
Henry Bliss engaged as our guide, philosopher, friend, wood- 
chopper, etc., we drove with our traps to Fountain Lake, six 
miles from Purdy’s, over a rough wood road. Here we lived 
under canvas for about a week, christening our quarters 
**Camp Bliss.” At any time of day we could row out on the 
pretty little lake and catch a good supply, often two at a 
time, of gamy trout, running from eight to fourteen inches in 
length. ‘Two pounders are sometimes takenthere. We never 
caught more than we needed for use, fishing an hour or so 
morning and evening, and between times lying off and enjoy- 
ing delicious rest from the office labors of our city life. .Mr. 
Purdy drove over frequently, and kept us well supplied with 
fresh eggs, milk and bread. A little previous cook-book 
study had made fair camp cooks of us, so that we lived far 
better than we had done on previous occasions when we de- 
pended entirely on the doubtful abilities of Maine guides. 

Fountain Lake is small, say half a mile long, with water 
clear as crystal. Large spring-holes can be seen at various 
places, with great schools of trout lying at the bottom, and no 

rettier sight can an angler see than when a trout darts up 

rom the bottom in plain view and seizes the fly; as a terrier 
_ a rat, retreating again with it as far as your pliant green- 
lets him. Of course in such clear water the largest fish 
‘will not rise unless the surface is ruffled. Sometimes, toward 
evening, after a warm, still day, a cool wind will spring up, 
cooling as well as ruffling the surface, and then good 5; 
with good-sized fish is sure to follow until even your ‘‘ white 
miller ” cannot be seen for the darkness. 

The interest in this little lake will, perhaps, be increased to 
some when they learn that a real hermit lives on its borders, or 
rather in the woods back of it. I fear, though, that he does 
not count his beads or indulge in pious meditations very often. 
Apparehtly he is not that kind of a hermit. But he lives all 
alone in a little cabin, with only his miserable ‘‘ yaller dorg,”

lake, and working occasionally: as a farm-hand to earn a litile 
bread or salt pork.

CatrrorntaA SALMON IN Lake Onrario.—The following 
communication will be read with interest by all those engaged 
in fish culture. There seems to be nodoubt but that the Salmo 
quinnat exists in Lake Ontario. _ In corroboration of the same 
we publish the following from John Robson of New Castle, 


Ont., under date of July 15: 

You will be pleased to receive information which will satis- 
factorily prove the success of Mr. Wilmot’s experiment of in- 
troduciag California salmon, Salmo quinnat, into Lake On- 
tario. On Saturday last, 13th inst., [ caught at this place 
twenty-three salmon, two of which were Saimo guinnats, one 
a grilse weighing four pounds, the other a well-grown, well- 
fed male fish of fourteen and one-half pounds. I compared 
the latter with your description given in Forrst anp Stream, 
June 27, 1878, and found the engraving corresponded exactly. 
The dimensions were: extreme length, two feet eight and 
three-quarter inches; girth at pectoral fin, fifteen and a half 
inches ;. girth at do fin, eighteen inches; at anal fin, four- 
teeneand a half inches. The whole shape is different to the 
native salmon, Salmo salar being deeper aud thicker according 
to the length. I compared it with a well-fed Salmo salar of 
the same length and which only weighed nine pense. I at 
first intended to forward the fish to Professor Bai

Destevorion or Fish By Sea Breps.—From the Fishing 


' Gazette we take the following. We have already alluded to 


the subject. California fish-culturists particularly complain 
of the depredations of sea fowls in the waters of that State : 
“Tt is estimated,” says the report, ‘that on Ailsa Craig 
alone there are 10,000 gannets. Assuming that each bird only 
take six herrings a day, the gannets on Ailsa Craig alone must - 
consume 60,000 herrings a day, or 1,800,000 herrings a month, 
or 21,600,000 herrings a year. On the assumption that there 
are fifty gannets in the rest of Scotland for every one on Ailsa 
Craig, the Scotch gannets must consume more than 1,110,000,- 
000 herrings a year, or 87 per cent. more herrings than all the 
Scotch fishermen catch in their nets.’ The annual catch 
of herrings by Scotch fishermen is estimated at. 800,000,000. 
But besides the gannets there are gulls, cormorants, auks 
guillemots, puffins and eee birds which prey on the 
herring. a letter to the Karl of, Caithness, printed in the 
report of the commissioners, the following is found: ‘I have 
often reared young gannets, and found that they required, 
when about two months old, six or seven ‘herrings per day to 
keep them in condition, and they would eat twelve or four- 
teen if given to them. _ I have often slit the old birds for in- 
formation, and taken six or seven large herrings quite fresh 
from their stomachs. I have rarely found any other fish than 
herrings in them, and I know that they can get herrings in 
abundance every day in the year on the coast of Scotland; 
allowing, therefore, six herrings per day and 1,000 to the cran, 
this gives annually 709,560 crans, which is considerably over- 
the annual catch in Scotland for the past ten years. To pre- 
vent this great loss of fish it is thought wise to check the in- 
crease of the gannets. Another calculation, made by Mr. 
Connell, a fisherman of Girvan, gives the number,of gannets off 
the Ayrshire coast at 20,000. ‘All these birds,’ he says, 
‘must live, and it is well known that their principal food is 
herrings. Allow that number of birds five herrings each per 
day to keep them alive, and, at the same calculation, as before: 
stated, you will find they consume in one year the enormous. 
quantity of 1,800,030 barrels, or one half more than all the 
fishermen in Scotland killin the same time. I am only speak- 
ing,’ he says, ‘of the birds that frequent this one rock, Ailsa. 
Craig, although it is well known there are many other rocks. 
around the coasts of Scotland on which the sea fowl are quite 
as numerous; and,I can also state with confidence that,these 
birds are increasing very fast in number since the Act for their- 
preservation camo into force. Tho 224,000 -gannets, there- 
fore, estimated to breed in Scotland twenty years may be 
fairly computed to‘ have increased to a considerably larger 
number during the nine years that the Act protecting them. 
during the breeding season has been in operation; and it 
would seem, therefore, that the estimate of the commissioners 


that there are 510,000 gannets, breeding or not, in Scetland,is - 


little, if at all, over the mark. Under these circumstances the 
commissioners recommend that the Sea Birds’ Protection Act, 
as far as it applies to Scotland, should be repealed, in order 
to check the increase of sea birds and the consequent destruc- 
tion of valuable food. 
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Notes on the Illustrations in Don Juan 
Lembeye’s “Birds of the Island of Cuba,” 





Don Juan Lembeye, a Catalonian schoolmaster, while follow- 
ing his avocation in the City of Havana, Island of Cuba, pub- 
lished, about the year 1850, his “‘Aves de la Isla de Ouba.” 
This was twelve years after the ambitious work of Ramon de 
la Sagra had been printed in the city of Paris at the expense 
of the- Spanish Government. 

Several large volumes made up the work of De la Sagra, 
which treated of the general natural history of the Island of 
Cuba, The orinthological department of this Government 
enterprise was edited by the distinguished Frenchman, Mons, 
Alcides D’Orbigny. His volume, which I have before me, 
appears to be a sort of compilation made from poor authori- 
ties, and at the best is but a rehash of old matter. One of our 
young American field naturalists of to-day—an Allen, a Ridge- 
way or a Purdie—could contribute, from a single season’s ob-. 
servations, more original matter than is found within the 
covers of Mons. D’Orbigny’s large volume, which contains all: 
of what was then supposed to be known about Ouban 
ornithology. . 

The ambitious De la Sagra attempted too gigantic an enter- 
prise for the time given him for its completion by 
Spanish Government, and the work is strangely ineomplete, ~ 
and abounds in many errors.

New Breds rrom THE West {npres.—In a recent num- 
ber of Forrest aND StrEAM was published an account of 
some of the adven:ures of Fred Beverly, the special corres~ 
pondent of this journal, who has been exploring the Island 
of Dominica for the Smithsonian Institution. The sufferings 
which Mr. Ober has undergone while engaged in the arduous 
task which has occupied him for two years, have been ex- 
treme, and he has proved himself a veritable martyr to sci- 
ence—one of that large and noble company who patiently en- 
dure all the‘evils which stand -so thickly in the way of the 
explorer, and of whom the world so seldom hears. Although 
Mr. Ober has been shipwrecked and several times pros- 
trated by fever he has gallantly persevered, and we are now 
enabled to announce some further results of his investigations. 

The good work which Mr. Ober has done in collecting is 
appreciated by our naturalists, and in the department of or- 
nithology his labors have been especially successful. We 
lave before referred to a paper by Mr. Geo. N. Lawrence, 
describing a number of new b rds sent from Santo Domingo, 
and we have now to call attention to another article taken 
from the annals of the New York Academy of Sciences, in 
which the same writer announces seven additional species 
from the Island of St. Vincent. 

After completing his explorations in Dominica Mr. Ober 
proceeded to St. Vincent; but while there he was attacked 
by a fever, from which he did not entirely recover for nearly 
four months. Even after his restoration to health his col- 
lecting was very seriously interfered with by the almost con- 
stant rains. The collection made in St. Vincent comprises 
ninety specimens, representing thirty-five species, of which 
seven, as already remarked, are new to science. Besides the 
specimens forwarded to Mr. Lawrence, Mr. Ober enumerates 
twenty-four others which he either saw or had reported to 
him as undoubtedly inhabiting the island. Mr. Lawrence 
announces that he hopes before long to be able to give a com- 
plete catalogue of the birds of the island, together with some 
notes on their habits, derived from the collectors’ field notes. 

The new specimens here described are as follows: Turdus 
nigrirostris, Myiadestes sibilans, Thryothorus musicus, Certhi- 
ola atrata, Oerthiola saccharina, Leucopeza bishopi; dedicated 
to our friend and frequent correspondent, Mr. N. H. Bishop, 
of Lake George, and Calliste versicolor.

The turtle died in a short time. The insect, however, held

few days later a small water snake, eleven inches long, hav- 
ing been put into the aquarium, it immediately attacked it, 
seizing it in the same manner as the turtle—by the back o: 
the neck. A desperate struggle ensued, snakey fighting hard 
for his life, but in a few moments his head was fo so far 
around as to dislocate the vertebra, and he ceased to 
In this case we could not find the wound of the beak, al- 
though Mr. Baker examined the snake carefully; yet it 
would seem that the wound must have existed, as the insect 
clung to the snake all day and appeared to be On 
being forced from its dead prey it gave evidence of great 
rage, scudding around the aquarium and clutching savagely 
at a stick. poked at it. We have several close observers of 
such objects in our midst, but none of them ever saw any- 
thing like this fellow. Mr. H. C. Hill has dragged every 
stream and pond for miles round, and furnished the late Prof. 
Agassiz with thousands of specimens, but never saw this.

Somz Remarks on AxpinisM.—Bedford, O., June 16, 
1878.—Albinism is not always congenital. Many years since 
I purchased a pair of pure black Spanish fowls, and bred 
from them several years. The hen, nor any of her progeny, 
ever showed any indications of sitting. The old hen, when 
about five years old, began ‘to have white feathers, and at 
each moulting the white feathers were more numerous, and 
eventually she became entirely white—every feather and quill, 
legs and bill, and even her toe-nails, turned white, and her 
eyes a beautiful pink. At ten years of age she died on her 
nest. I have noticed this tendency in the black Spanish fowls 
in several instances.

HABITS OF THE RATTLESNAKE. 











Camp Bow1s, Arizona, June 7, 1878, 
EDITOR FoREST AND STREAM : 

I was much interested by an article on the Crotalide, which appeared 
in your paper of May 9, though I consider the question, “Of what use 
is the rattle to its possessor,” as far from being answered as ever. r 

If the rattle is a call by which the sexes are brought together, why do 
we never hear it unless we bave alarmed the snake? When stationed 
in Western North Carolina I often, when in the mountains trout fiah 
ing, saw and killed rattlesnakes, but never heard one unless I was so 
close as to be in danger of stepping on it—once within four feet of one 
lying directly in my path, and on which I should have trod in two sec- 
onds. It rattled without putting itself in coil, and when I stopped 
(whieh I did promptly, and with a peculiar feeling ranning up my back) 
it crawled slowly arid silently away with the rattles curved up so as not 
to touch the ground, and not making the siightest noise, I suppose I 
should have let it go for having spared me, but I did not. 

With regard tothe rattle attracting birds, from its resemblance to 
the sound: made by certain grasshoppers, I think it improbables 
I never saw birds hunting grasshoppers by ear, and though I have often 
watched and listened to grasshoppers making their peculiar sound, I 
never yet saw a bird attracted by it. E 

Two years ago this summer, I kept two large rattlesnakes in a well 
lighted box, and was interested by observing their habits. I was most 
surprised by their fondness for water. I gave them a large panful 
every second day, into which they would put their entire bodies, going 
to the bottom and seeming to enjoy it extremely. Of course, they re- 
mained under but a short time. In drinking, they drew the water 
between their lips as a horse does. I never could induce one of them 
(the largest) to eat, but the other, a fine fellow with eleven rattles,

THE LEAD*AND ITS USES. 


The ordinary hand lead weighs from seven to fourteen 
pounds. For small yachts, however, one of four to nine 
pounds will be all that is required. For depths over twenty 
fathoms, what is known as the ‘‘ deep-sea” (pronounce dipay), 
lead is commonly employed, and will weigh from forty to one 
hundred pounds. Leads should be oblong in shape and have 
a hollow cup at the lower end and a large eye in the upper. 
In the cup tallow is placed, so that upon striking the bottom 
some of it* may adhere and be brought to the surface as an 
evidence of having reached it, as well as to show the character 
| of the ‘‘ bottom,” which may serve as a rough check upon 
navigation by comparison with the bottoms noted on the 
chart—sandy, gravelly, mud, fine shells, etc., as the case may 
be. Lead lines are marked as follows, premising that in short 
cruises in comparatively shallow water, as for example & sail 
up the Sound as far as New London, simple knots will suffice, 
the number of them indicating the number of fathoms; At 
two fathoms from the lead, two strips of leather; at three, 
three strips of leather; at five, a white rag; at seven, a red 
Tag; at ten, leather with hole in it; at thirteen, as at three; 
at fifteen, as at five; at seventeen, as at seven; at twenty, 
two knots; at twenty-five, one knot; at thirty, three knots; 
at thirty-five, one knot. And so on. The deep-sea lead is 
marked in the same manner, though sometimes the marks up 
to ten or twenty fathoms are omitted, as not coming into 


play. 

‘The above-mentioned depths are called ‘‘ marks,” those 
omitted ‘‘deeps.” Tosound when the vessel has headway on, 
a ‘* breast-rope ” should be attached to the shrouds or other 
convenient place, so that the leadsman may lean over. the side 
to clear the yacht in swinging the lead. Arcording to the 
speed and depth of water, he throws the lead forward, so that 
it may be *‘up and down” when he comes abreast of the line, 
enabling him to read off the depth by the marks. When 
going through the water fast he should swing the lead in-a 
vertical circle, letting it fly off forward at a tangent and take 
all the line it wants with it. Never pay out slack line, but 
just keep a gentle feel of the weight at all times. Take care 
to stand clear of the wake of the lead’s swing; we once wit- 
nessed a serious accident owing to the parting of the line, the 
lead striking a man looking over the ship’s side at the time. 
If the depth happens to correspond to any of the ‘‘ marks” 
enumerated above, the man heaving calls out, ‘ By the 
mark three or five.” If a little below the surface, ‘Mark 
under water three or five,” etc. Should the depth meas- 
ure about a quarter or a half a fathom beyond the mark, it 
is: ‘‘ And a quarter five,” or ‘“‘ And a half five,’ etc. If a 

uarter less than a mark, ‘‘Quarter less five,” etc. Should the 
lepth be judged about at one of the ‘‘ deeps” not marked on 
the line, he sings out, ‘By the deep‘four,” etc. Before 
going ‘“‘into the chains,” see that the breast rope is well se- 
cured, tallow in the lead, and line clear for running. Ex- 
amine occasionally the “‘bend” at the head of the lead; it is 
apt to part sometimes owing to wear. The lead should have 
a stout leather strap rove through the eye, and the line at- 
tached by a “‘ becket .” Never be afraid or ashamed to 
heave the lead, but keep it going, unless yon know exactly 
what water you are in. We have heard parties exclaim at the 
‘* greenness ” of others heaving the lead right up a harbor to 
the anchorage, but there was nothing n about it; it is the 
roper thing to do, and betokens ulness and preparation. 
want of just such greenness has caused the loss of many 
a fine ship, and some noted yachts likewise. There are a 
variety of patent leads in use, worked by means of a re- 
volving screw or propeller wheel, connected by gearing to 
dials showing the number of revolutions made in the descent, 
and consequently the depth. Others fitted with automatic 
detaching machinery, so that as soon as the line slackens sud- 
denly in your hands you know the lead must have struck. 
Others again breaking or completing an electric circuit upon 
striking and ringing a gong on deck ; but all these are for

CorINTHIANS TO THE Front.—Since the inauguration of 
Corinthian sailing, some few years ego, amateur principles 
have been quietly and rapidly disseminating themselves 
among the owners of the smaller yachts of our clubs. It is 
to them that we must mainly look for the rising generation 
of thorough and able men at the sheet and tiller, and we learn 
with pleasure that our views are concurred in by many of the 
most influential members among our junior clubs.

In hull they are not 
quite so fine, but have a fuller build and a long, overhanging 
counter, the result, we believe, of following the silly Thames 
measurement for length, stem to stern post, instead of on the 
water-line or over all. ‘These racing boats are centre-boards, 
have very light draft forward, but some drag aft, in imitation 
of the European cutter. A boat 21 feet on water-line carries 
about 1,000 square feet of canvas in two sails, a jib and a jib- 
headed mainsail. This latter is a tall, triangular-shaped sail, 
something like a mainsail and -topsailin one. The lower 
portion of the luff works, as with us, on a ‘*railway,” and tue 
upper part or apex being extended above the masthead by 
means of a sprit and single halliards working on 4 span at- 
tached to the sprit.

DOWN THE HOUSATONIC IN A 
CANOE. 





West Cornwatt, Conn., July 14, 1878. 
EprTor Forrest anp Stream: 

The Housatonic is without exception the ablest river for 
canoeing purposes to be found east of the Mississippi. It 
runs north and south, whereby one bank is sbady in the 
morning and the other at night. It is very narrow through 
all its upper course, so that the canoeist can paddle in the 
shade, except during the very middle of the day. It is full 
of variety, ihere being frequent rapids and long stretches of 
quiet water. Morever, it is bordered by a railroad, which 
transports canoes cheaply and carefully. Altogether it is a 
river which cannot be too much praised, and which must be 
navigated before the canoeist can feel that he has sounded the 
deepest bliss of canoeing. In order that future navigators

mill. There is here a larcenious species-of small boy, who 
should be watched closely. Above and below Lee the small 
boy is civil, honest and ready to carry all sorts of things. At 
Lee he is a wild barbarian, and though he will not throw 
things unless the canoeist signally fails to meet his views, he 
will prey upon stores and baggage like an oriental locust. 

Below Lee, which, by-the-bye, consists of Lee proper and 
South Lee, is quick water, with many boulders seeking the 
destruction of incautious canoes. There is nothing, how- 
ever, which presents any real difficulties, except where the 

water is unusually low, After the quick water comes a long 
. and exquisitely beautiful reach of deep, still water, sbaded 
with trees on both banks. Here some uncalled-for fiend has 
placed a dangerous trouser’s-trap. It isin the shape of a 
rustic bench, at the top of a flight of stone landing-stairs, on 
the left bank. Of course when the canoeist sees it he in- 
stantly ashore in order to smoke a pipe; but the rustic 
bench is full of protruding nail-heads, which would tear a 
pair of sheet-iron trousers. The canoeist wrenches himself 
free from the trap, with his trouse# mangled past identifiea- 
tion, and goes on his way filled with holy indignation. _ 

There are two rustic bridges across the river at Stockbridge. 
Just below the second is a short rapid that is rather rough. 
It can, however, be run, and the best channel is about one- 
third the distance from ‘he left to the right bank. The next 
dam is at Glendale. ‘he rapid below the dam is a bad one, 
and for the next four miles the dams are so frequent that the 
Lotos and the Violetta were put on the railway and carried 
down to Falls Village. This was perhaps a mistake. They 

t have been launched at Barrington, from whence to the 
falls at Falls Village there are, as was afterward learned, no 
obstructions whatever. The canoeist is therefore advised to 
send his canoe from Glendale to perenne by rail, to de- 
scend the run from Barrington to Falls Village, where Mr. 
William Hart will cart the canoe around the falls for the 
usual price, in these parts, of twenty-five cents. 

There are some easy and pleasant rapids between Fails 
Village and West Cornwall, where a dam will be found. 
The canoe should be slid over the left corner of the dam, and 
the ensuing rapid should be run, although 1t looks bad, and is 
regarded by the villagers.as impracticable. The Lotos and 
the Violetta ran it without taking in any water, although our 
canoeist was obliged to jump overboard once during the pas- 
sage. From West Cornwall to Cornwall Pond there is a suc- 
cession of rapids and old low dams, all of which can be run, 
although the canoeist will have to jump overboard many 
times. However, this adds variety to a cruise. Nature has 
so constructed the human trousers that they can always be 
dried at a camp fire. To-morrow we proceed down the run. 
There is an ugly rapid waiting for us just around the corner, 
and the chances that we come to grief in it seem at present 
very bright.

Tuz Boutoene (France) Fish Marxet.—The total value 
of fish sold in 1876 in the sixty-one ‘* quartiers maritimes” of 
France amounted to 88,990,581 francs, and of this sum more 
than a ninth part was contributed by Boulogne. The average 
amount earned per man varies in a very remarkable manner 
in the different ports. For instance, at Boulogne 4,573 men 
are employed in the fisheries, and the value of the fish sold in 
1876 was 9,629,569 francs, making the average earnings of 
each man 2,100 francs. At Dunquerque the average amount 
earned per man was only 1,380 francs ; at Calais very nearly 
the same; at St. Valery-sur-Somme only 1,000 francs; at 
Dieppe, 1,430 francs; at Fecamp, 1,740 francs; while in lower 
Normandy, in Brittany, and generally on the southwestern 
shores of the Channel, the average sum gained was even 
smaller than in Valery.

BASS FISHING IN THE BRANDYWINE. 





CHADD’s ForD, Pa., July 15, 1878, 
Eprroz Forest anp StREAM AND Rop AnD Gun : 

Perhaps many of your readers are not aware that the Brandywine—a 
stream famed in the history of our forefathers’ memorable struggle for 
independence—is now furnishing rare sport for those who delight in 
bass fishing. This expanse of water has its source in the northern part 
of Chester Oo. and flowing southwardly through Chester and Delaware 
counties empties into the Christiana River at Wilmington, Del, About 
six years ago, among other streams of Pennsylvania, it was liberally 
stocked with black bass, A law prohibiting their capture for three 
years was enacted and rigidly enforced, Some dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed in regard to the stringency of this enactment; yet the wisdom 
of it is now appreciated not only by those who fish for the sport they 
find in so doing, but even pot-fishers—those scavengers who employ 
the line, seine, set-net and other devices—have come to look upon it 
with better feeling. 

Bass fishing is now at the zenith of its glory ; they take the bait eager- 
ly and are game to the last. A few days ago a party of young men en- 
camped on;the banks of the Brandywine in the vicinity of Chadd’s Ford, 
Del., Co., and among other recreations induiged in that of fishing, with 
very gratifying success. Bass were caught measuring 17 and 18 inches 
and weighing 3, 4 and 6 pounds each, respectively. Ah! but they were 
beauties! Imagine the ecstacy of our amateur fisherman struggling in 
the water with a 4 pound bass, and notice the emile of triumph illumi- 
pating his countenance as he safely lands his victim. Perhaps his 
highest ambition, previous to the introduction of bass, was to catch 
cat fish and eels, Unfortunately for the camping party, or rather for- 
tunately for the bass frequenting this sectionof the Brandywine, it be- 
gan raining on the morning of the third day eut, and continuing at in- 
tervals for two or three days, rendered the creek unfit for fishing for 
this particular species. The fly is seldom used in angling for the bass, 
as they do not readily rise to it. The bait most extensively employed 
is the crawfish. 

The scenery along the Brandywine is of an interesting and varied 
Character, and as the stranger gazes upon this historic stream forcing 
its way through rugged hills and again meandering gracefully through 
meadow and cope, now rushing forward with the speed of a mountain 
torrent, and anon moving onward with scarcely a ripple disturbing its 
placid surface, the sight is one long to be remembered and cherished,

daye’ rest, not with any intention whatever of fishing, but, on seeing a 
seyen-pound bass caught by Mr. Nash, of Beckley’s Hotel, our ardor 
was aroused to the fullest extent, and wiih a fine trout rig we boldly 
set out for the rapid water. Being a select party of two, quiet 
reigned, and it was beginning to be monotonous, when a sudden “I 
have him! I have him!” from the other end of the boat brought me re- 
lief in a glow of excitement, and in an instant I was by the side of the 
female member of the concern to assist in landing the fish, which 
proved to be a blue cat of some size. Thus our luck continued, with a 
variation of a white perch, skip-jack and yaller belly occasionally, 
which did not come up to our expectations, and we returned to our 
hotel to await the morrow. When we stepped into our “ skiff ”—or, as 
is is generally called nereabonts, “‘ skift”—next morning we were not 
upto the fishing mark of enthusiasm, caused no doubt by too much 
musquito singing and its sequence, a sleepless night, when a few 

minutes after tying the boat to some bushes a violent tug at my bait, 

with a singing reel, let me know that at las¢ a bass had paid me a visit, 

I am not just as quick to handle my rod as should be, though he and I 

had quite a fight for the mastery. My little trout rod bent and 

swayed with every new turn the bass made, and I thought of the light 
leader and No. 2 trout hook at the end, while his frequent leaps mto 
the air mcreased the anxiety for tne light rig; but my tackle was the 

best of its kind, and after some time I had the pleasure of landinga 

biack bass weighing within a few ounces of three pounds, Several 

smaller ones were caught, the queen of the party landing three or four, 

the largest weighing over a pound. Other parties met with great suc- 

cess, and Mr. Taylor, of Cincinnati, landed one of seven and a, half 

pounds, This gentleman hooked a channel cat, and after two hours of 
hard work lost him with a part of his line. These catfish grow to an 

enormous size, many having been caught here weighing over a hun- 

dred pounds; and when one is fishing for something lighter it is quite 

alarming to hook such a citizen of the water. 

Bass are more plentiful here than ever before known, and in the 
rapids, just below the talis, the fishing is just beginning to be most ex- 
cellent, the river having fallen nearly within its summer banks. There 
is a good hotel right at the railroad, where trains stop ior meals, kept 
by Mr. Beckley, formerly proprietor of the Yeilow Sulphur Springs, 
Va., which were burned last August, where the sportsman will find 
himself at home, and can be accommodated with live bait, boat, and 
general information, There is also, near this hotel, John Hawkins, a 
suo-burnt fisherman, who can farnish live bait, and knows not only 
the very place for bass, but the exact spot where the largest may be 
caught. Besides all this to recommend him, John has an intimate ac- 
quaintance with other families of fish; but on no account let him go 
with you, as they are all afraid of him and no luck will come to your 
hook, 

Just across the river is the old Kanawha Falls Hotel, no doubt known 
to fame in the days of staging through Virginia, but now dependent 
apon the patronage of a few visitors during the summer season, and 
the travelers from Nicholas and Webster counties throughout the 
year. It is a beautifully situated place, though very much out of re~ 
pair, and would be a most excellent place for the sportsman but for the 
swarms of muequitoes which greet one moraing, noon and night, and 
other little disagreeables which make it anything but a pleasant place 
to put up at; besides there is no one to furnish you with bait nor in- 
formation.

TROUT IN MIDDLE PARK, COLORADO. 


Hot SuLPHUR SPRINGS, Col., July, 1878, 
EpiIToR FoREst AND STREAM : 

Trout fishing has been fair to good in Grand River and its larger 
tributaries ever since the ice went out in March. ‘Tender feet” new 
comers) could hardly make a living at it, however, up to the present 
time. Most fishing to date has been with bait, though in some streams 
they have taken the fly quite readily. The grasshopper is the favorite 
bait, but early in the season they are hard to find. The trout fly (May 
fy or willow fly) came out this season from the 7th to the 10th of June, 
and remained about ten days. Most years they are ten days later. But 
they are not generally distributed, being entirely lacking along some 
streams, and entirely too abundant along others. Where the latter is 
the case they naturally feed the fish to repletion, so that hardly any can 
be caught while they remain, in any way. A few miles down from 
here they swarmed on the trees and bushes along the edge of the water 
like colonies of bees. Since June 15 we have fished mainly with min- 
nows, which comes exceedingly awkward. Lead must be used, and 
the hook sunk from two to six feet, Then, when a trout “nibbles,” 
you must let him take his time, cat-fish fashion. He will toy with it 
for some seconds, and probably at last start for the bottom, across or 
down stream. Then, by a gentle pull, you can hook him about one 
time in three. He seldom strikes vigorously, though he sometimes 
does, but, once hooked, his natural life and activity are at once aroused, 
Occasionally a fish will come to the surface for a minnow, or will 
follow it, but either is very rare. 

Trout begin spawning in these waters as soon as the ice breaks up— 
possibly before—and are mostly done by May 1, but this rule is proyea 
by exceptions. Ripe spawn may be found until late in the summer ; 
some say into the fall. On Jane 380 I opened a fish that yet containea 
eight or ten eggs of this year’s spawn, while the ova for next year wag 
distinctly visible. This specimen was fifteen inches long, but unusually 
slender. In a large creel-ful—thirty or more fish—this was the only 
one that contained ripe eggs. The great enemy of the trout in this 
region is the sucker, called by some red horse. They follow the trout 
when spawning, and suck "p theireggs. Fortunately, the pest is being 
rapidly “stamped out” by seining in the late fall and early spring, 
when they congregate ia deep hvles, and can be scooped out, some- 
times by the ton, They are marketabie iz the mining camps at from 
ten to twenty-five cents per pound, and two or three men joining 
together, and catching a wagon load or two, sometimes make a hand~ 
some little speculaion, Seining, netting, or trapping trout is prohibit.

GAME IN COLORADO. 


Hot SuLPHUR SPRINGS, } 
Middle Park, Col., July, 1878, 
EDITOR FOREST AND STREAM : 

The crop of grouse of all kinds common here—sage hen, blue, pin- 
tail and ptarmigan—promises to be unusually large, and the early 
hatching is ready for the spit or frying pan. The young sage hen is 
best, and, by a remarkable and pleasing coincidence, very much the 
most abundant. They inhabit the sage plains between the river 
bottoms and the timbered hills and mountains. The pintails and blue 
grouse are found along the edges of the timber, and in the gulches, 
among willows snd aspens. The ptarmigan stays only on the high 
ranges, and is seldom seen below timber line—that is, the altitude at 
which timber ceases to grow. Among the rocks and scanty herbage of 
that elevated region they are very tame, and can be knocked over with 
stones. In fact, they are hardly suspicious of man. But few people go 
there, and this rare bird, the most beautiful of the grouse family, is 
seldom killed. As before remarked, the grouse crop is excellent. The 
spring has been dry, with no heavy or continuous rains at all, and no 
severe thunder storms, and the hatch is unquestionably good. Between 
the 5th and 10th of June I found the old birds sitting or the chicks just 
out. On the 15th I found one sage hen upon her nest, and half a mile 
farther on, started up chicks that were able to fly, and looked as large 
as quails. On the 30th, a covey that appeared to be one-third grown. 
Have not heard of a single one being shot yet. 

Geese and ducks hatch along these rivers in considerable numbers, 
Young ducks are reported out, but no goslings yet. The settlers have 
repeatedly raised broods of the latter, but they invariably fall victims 
to the shot-guns of roving ‘‘ tender-heels” or “‘ bug hunters” before the 
season closes, despite the red ribbons and other danger signals about 
their necks. The hope has been to prove whether or not they will re- 
turn in successive years to the place of nativity. As it is, they attract, 
while they last, migratory flocks, and furnish their owners good shoot- 
ing for a time in that way. And they are a pretty good bird to raise, 
anyhow, if they could only be preserved. Barney Day, the best author- 
ity on hunting and fishing in this neighborhood, avers to me that the 
wild goose sometimes makes her nest ina tree, generally taking posses- 
ion of an abandoned eagle’s nest. He gives places and particulars; 
but I still think he may be mistaken. Call another witness. 

While on the bird subject let me remark that among the myriads of 
insectivorous birds—all of which we treat with the utmost friendship— 
we have immense colonies of swallows that nest by thousands ia the 
cliffs, crowded together like bees, Under some sheltering rocks across 
theriver from my door is one of these colonies, and in the evening 
their swift circling wings fill the air from the water upward to hun- 
dreds Of feet, and their twitter mellows the ceaseless roar of the river. 
Well, the other day I found where one pair of these birds had made 
their nest in a tree a hundred yards away from the others, and were 
busily feeding their young ones. It is in a knot hole, where a branch 
has rotted out. 

Early in June I went on ascout with Barney Day and “ Poney” Hud- 
son, two valiant and famously successful hunters, away out west from 
here, over the (Jore range of mountains, and into the region marked on 
schoolboy maps as the Roan Mountains, or Book Mountains. We rode 
a hundred and fifty or two hundred miles through the freshest and 
wildest of wildernesses, a very paradise for the hunter and fisherman, 
unscarred even by the track or the “blaze” of the pioneer settler, 
Deer are as plenty as cattle in many a civilized pasture, and as tame 
There is no telling how many we might have killed, but, of course, we 
took only what we needed for ourselves and dogs. A buck antelope, 
ditto a black-tail, and one or two yearling fawns filled the list. The 
yearlings, generally in pairs, were yet with their mothers, and in some 
instances there were little ones of but a few days old. Elk are also 
plentiful, but more wary and seldom seen, while we rode by scores or 


hundreds of deer that often stood in easy range and looked curiously 
until we passed out of sight. B.

To raz Norts Porz.—James Gordon Bennett, on his re- 
turn to the United States, is fully occupied with the many de- 
tails of his expedition to the North Pole.

THE FLYING DRAGONS OF THE WEST. 


OW marvelous are the revelations of paleontology? It 
is one of the most interesting branches of modern 
science, and the discoveries made by its followers within the 
past twenty years have done more, perhaps, than those in any 
other field to change the scientific thought of the age, and to 
establish beyond any question the great truths of the develop- 
ment theory, It is in America that the most surprising strides 
have recently been made in this department of science, and 
they have been important not only in themselves, but also in 
their bearing on the beliefs of a very large class of the non- 
scientific public. Did not Professor Huxley, the first of 
anatomists, when he lectured before a New York audience, 
draw his demonstrative evidence of evolution from American 
specimens and American facts? The genealogical line of the 
horse, with which all our readers are of course familiar, 
without Mesohippus, Orohippus and Hohippus'to carry it back 
from the middle Miocene to the earliest Eocene, would be in- 
complete indeed. How wonderful are the Dinocerata, those 
gigantic herbivores with their six horns and their long trench- 
ant tusks shaped like those of the walrus! The Tillodontiaare 
not less strange. What a curious combination of characters ; 
were they the first of Edentates, or a side branch of the 
Rodents that blossomed out so strangely only vo become ex- 
tinct? Wedonot know. All is as yet vague and indistinct, 
but when the material has all been worked up and the rela- 
tionships of all these strange forms determined, as who can 
doubt they will be, how interesting will be the story which 
will be told us of their lives! More thrilling than any tale of 
love or war that was ever recited. 

The discoveries made in the Cretaceous formation are not 
less wonderful than those of the Tertiary. From these beds 
came the Toothed Birds, a sketch of whose history recently 
appeared in the columns of ForrestanpStream. These have 
an especial interest since they form, as has already been 
shown, a connecting link between’ the birds of to-day and the 
reptiles. But, besides these, many forms lived and flourished 
in the greatest abundance which have now no living repre- 
sentatives, and to appreciate which requires, in the mind of 
one who has given no special attention to the subject, a con- 
siderable exercise of the imagination. Such were the strange 
Mosasauroid reptiles, a group which occurs sparingly in 
Europe, but in the greatest abundance in the wide inland 
Cretaceous sea which once covered so large a portion of what 
is now the United States. These huge reptiles were perhaps 
more nearly like the fabled sea serpent of the present day 
than anything else, but had fore and hind paddles somewhat 
resembling the flippers of a whale. In length they varied 
from ten to sixty feet, their wide-gaping jaws bristled with 
long and sharp pointed teeth, and they were well defended 
against the attacks of their enemies by an armor of bony 
dermal scutes. Thus armed and protected they must have 
proved formidable antagonists to the most ferocious of their 
marine companions, and wé can easily imagine that even the 
gigantic sharks of that day would have avoided an encounter 
with these monarchs of the ocean. ; 

But if these creatures excite our wonder how much more 
do the Pterodactyls, the movarchs of the air? These were 
large flying reptiles which lived in great numbers about the 
islands and shores of the Cretaceous ocean which the Mosa- 
saurs inhabited, and their remains are found very abundantly 
entombed in the yellow chalk which once formed its muddy 
bottom. They were of various sizes, and the huge leathery 
wings of the largest species, when expanded, measured twen- 
ty-five feet from tip to tip. The membrane which supported 
the Pterodactyls in flight was apparently similar to that of a 
bat’s wing. Of course, as it consisted merely of skin, it has 
never been found preserved with the bones, and in only one 
specimen, from Europe, has any trace of it ever been detected. 
The Eichstadt Pterodactyl found in the beautifully smooth 
lithographic stoneof Bavaria, shows, owing to the favorable 
conditions of its preservation, the impression of this membrane, 
and thus confirms the conclusion previously reached by biol- 
ogistsas to its character. AJthough in a general way bat- 
like, the Pterodactyl wing is peculiar. The bat’s wing is 
formed by the four outer fingers being turned downward and 
outward, and greatly elongated, so that they supported the 
skinny membrane of the wing like the ribs of an umbrella; 
that of the Pterosauria, on the other hand, is upheld by the 
fourth, or, as it is called to distinguish it from the other digits, 
which are short and armed with sharp claws, the wing finger. 
This is greatly developed, and the membrane, when the wing 
is expanded, is stretched along this finger, the side of the 
animal and its hind leg. 

The bony skeleton of these curious reptiles is of the utmost 
lightness consistent with strength. The bones are hollow, 
and their walls are often scarcely thicker than paper. From 
this it results that they are never found whole, but are always 
more or less crushed or flattened by the weight of the mass of 
earth beneath which they have been buried for so many ages. 

Remains of Pterosaurs are abundant in the deposits of 
the Mesozoic age in Europe, being found from the Lias up 
through the Chalk; the only ones known from American 
strata, however, are those discovered in the Cretaceous forma- 
tion of Kansas. The European Pterodactyls were all com- 
paratively small, and the bodies of the largest of them was 
hardly greater than that of a cat. All of them had teeth, 
while in no American Pterosauria have any trace of teeth 
been found, and it may safely be said that these toothless 
forms are the last stage in the development of. this extraordi- 


nary group before it became extinct. The oldest of the 
European forms, Dimorphodon, had the entire jaws armed 
with teeth, and had a long tail. The genus Pterodactylus, 
which lived later, had almost entirely lost the tail, but re- 
tained the teeth, while Ramphorhynchus had.retained the 
elongated tail, but had lost the teeth from the front of each 
jaw. Inthe American genus Pteranodon there are, as has 
been said, no traces of teeth, and the tail is merely a rudiment. 

As suggested by Prof. Marsh, these reptiles seem to have 
followed the same path as the birds in loss of tail and teeth. 
The resemblance is merely a superficial one, however, and 
must not lead any one to suppose that the affinities of this 
group were with the birds. The reverse is true; for a study 
of the more important characters of the Pterosauria renders 
it at once clear that they are a remarkably aberrant type of 
true reptiles, totally off the line through which the birds were 
developed. 

The problem as to how the American: Pterodactyls lived, 
and what were their habits, isone which has not yet been solved 
by the paleontologist, We can easily conceive how the smaller 
European genera might capture animals of considerable size 
and strength, for they were strongly built, and their long, 
sharp teeth would be effective instruments with which to kill 
small mammals, birds or fishes. But the American forms, so 
far as known, lacked any weapons whatever, and their great 
size must be counted against them in ‘‘ the struggle for exist- 
ence.” An animal with a spread of wings of twenty-five feet 
would require a considerable amount of food, and from the 
general weakness of the structure of the skeleton of Pterano- 
don, it seems a fair inference that this food was not secured 
by the exercise of strength, but was either dead food or con- 
sisted of minute organisms. 

These questions ‘cannot now be answered, but, happily, 
there is at; present in our Museums a very large amount of 
material, the study of which will, no doubt, throw much light 
on all such doubtful points; and we may look hopefully for- 
ward to the day when the ancient fauna of Cretaceous times 
will be thoroughly understood, and all its apparent contradic- 
tions explained. 





CORINTHIAN PRINCIPLES. 


A® a number of yacht clubs contemplate getting under - 


way and cruising in squadron during the coming month, 
a few remarks, having in view the furtherance of seamanship 
and navigation, will not come amiss. From our yachting 
columns it will be seen that those gentlemen who are wont to 
lead in the gport are in full accord with ourselves on the im- 
portance of eliminating as far as possible everything that 
smacks of the professional racing hack frum our amateur 
tars. Not that we would abolish altogether the sailing cap- 
tain and his hired crew—for they are often indispensable in 
their way—but uo one will question the propriety of induct- 
ing the amateur rather deeper into the science and skill re- 
quired to navigate his own yacht with safety and due eccnomy. 
Too many of the favored ones, whose purses have no sound- 
ings, carry on the sport simply as a sort of traveling pastime, 
and look upon their craft as luxurious means of conveyance, 
concerning the management of which it is not their business 
to inquire, We are happy to say that of late a marked 
change for the better seems to have set in, and if the current 
is not. yet at full tide, we trust that, through the efforts in 
the right direction of many leading spirits of the sport, and 
such aid as we can oureelves extend, the time may not be far 
distant when the sailing-captain will no longer be sailing- 
master, and the owner may know enough to skipper captain 
and crew himself, and to get his money’s worth. It is not 
necessary that the gentleman amateur should crawl in at the 
hawse-pipe and work his way aft to the quarter-deck, nor 
need he deem himself a lubber because he may never have 
scraped down spars, slushed and tarred his rigging, or holy- 
stoned decks—though certainly there can be no harm even in 
learning things from the lowest rung up; but none can claim 
the title of yachtsman who cannot sail and navigate their ves- 
sels in any kind of weather and in any kind of water with 
out giving up the trumpet or their trick at the wheel as soon 
as it comes on to blow a little stiff, or when in a ticklish 
channel with lights around you as thick as candles round a 
birthday cake. On the coming cruises may yachtsmen im- 
prove their opportunities to the best. Post up before you go 
afloat on the parts you propose to visit. Take down your 
sailing directions and chart; practice laying out courses; al- 
low for tides and variations; look up the barometer, log and 
lead, and take bearings with an azimuth of objects all round 
the compass; note the times of flood and ebb; examine spe- 
cial local currents and counter currents. Look to it that you 
can make with ease and readiness something more than a 
‘*granny’s knot” or a clove-hitch ; learn to know every rope 
in your ship, s6 that you may find them in the dark, and 
lead out the gear for your crew, while, of course, such ele- 
mentary matters as making and taking in sail, furling, reef- 
ing, loosing to dry, tacking, wearing, jibing, etc., should be 
at your fingers’ ends, in practice as well asin theory. When 
you don’t know a thing be not ashamed to ask—it is the only 
way to learn. Above all, let the flag officers encourage actual 
seamanship and navigation, and cultivate an esprit de corps 
and feeling of emulation among their brother yachtsmen, so 
that when the cruise winds up there may have been some- 
thing learned and something to remember more gratifying to 
your pride as sailors than a mere recount of places visited,

VioLaTion oF THE Game Laws.—It is currently stated in 
Ballston Spa that one of the Saratoga Lake hotel proprietors 
was in that village a few days since and offered to resident 
hunters fifty cents per bird for every woodcock and grouse 
brought to him before August 1. We hope the Saratoga Game 
Club will keep watch of these fellows and arrest the first one 
caught at this business. The guests at Saratoga may go 
without woodcock. 


Sreatinec Game iN Enauanp.—The English courts have 
again ruled that a conviction for larceny for stealing game 
from a manor cannot be sustained, because at common law 
wild animals cannot be made the subjects of larceny. The 
Lord Chief Justice held, the case wre that of a man who 
had killed and carried away sixty rabbits, that killing rabbits 
was not larceny; that killing and keeping possession of them 
did not amount to larceny, and that, so long as possession re- 
mained in the prisoner, he would not be guilty of larceny. 


Vireinta Protective Assooration.—The annual report of 
the Virginia Fish and Game Protective Association, just pub- 
lished, gives evidence of activity and progress. During the 
past year the membership has largely increased, no less than 
sixteen other regular associations have been formed through- 
out the State as well as numerous private clubs not in corres- 
. pondence with the main association. In addition to the good 
results already manifest in its own State, the Association has 
been instrumental in arousing an interest in this subject in 
South Carolina and Georgia. The association has a large and 
sapertngt field of work.

Brrps AND Paris Grezn.—This lavish use of Paris green in 
certain sections, as a remedy for the potato-bug pest, is at- 
tended with consequences which prompt the inquiry whether, 
after all, the remedy is not worse than the disease. The 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican says of its use: ‘‘ It is a bo- 
nanza for the dealers in this poison, but the reckless applica- 
tion of the green is killing off birds by the hundred in all this 
region. The sweet singers fall dead from the trees, and local 
experts who have examined into the cause charge it to the 
potato-bug poison. Fish are also killed by eating the beetles 
that get into our ponds and streams.” ‘This should suggest 
at least a more cautious use of this destructive agent. Farm- 
ers may find, when the birds are dead and the insects free to 
jncrease and multiply, that they have brought upon them-

THE ELCHO SHIELD—IRELAND WINS. 








On Friday morning last American riflemen were gladdened 
by the news that to Ireland the victory in the Elcho Shield 
match of the previous day had fallen. Not only had they 
won, but by such a score as had never yet been dreamed of on 
the Wimbledon range. The Scotch, English and Irish teams 
were all high up, but, with a score of 1,610, the Irish eight 
left everything in the way of Wimbledon precedent far behind, 
and for the fourth time in the thirteen years that Ireland has 
appeared in the lists as an Elcho Shield competitor the emblem 
goes across the Channel. Really it is there now, for Ireland 
was @ winner last July with what was then looked upon asa 
very fine score. The victory was a thorough one, not a mere 
fluke at the finish, but from the start the Irishmen led, keep- 
ing their advantage through the several ranges, and finishing 
with a lead of 50 points over the English team, the next one 
on the list, and yet that team had a total which no preceding 
English team has ever yet been able to equal. Scotland was 
12 points further in the rear, and yet, asin the case of the 
English team, her total was the best aggregate ever made by 
a Scotch eight at Wimbledon. 

The day was perfect, as we know them at Creedmoor—at 
least an American team of riflemen would have been suited 
with it. A hot sun poured down its brilliant rays, while from 
the Glen Alger, that deep eee gulley running be- 
tween the firing points and the targets, the mirage rose strong 
and gave the targets a dancing appearance. Such days are 
rare at Wimbledon, and rarer still among the stormy and 
misty ranges of Scotland. The Scots accordingly failed to get 
the full advantage of the day. The American practice of the 
Irish riflemen stood them in good steadnow. Upon the Creed- 
moor range they had met just such a a: nm their own 

at Dollymount, Clandeboye and dalk the Irish 
riflemen had experienced no such days as this scorcher, and 
but for their American experience they could not have rolled 
up the magnificent total they did. The full notes of the day’s 
doings have not yet come to hand, but it is very safe to hazard 
the opinion that there was something of the American team 

controlling the working of the Irish eight. There 
could not have been a retention of that old each man-for-him- 
self style of doing things which in former years was so charac- 








going on, until the magnificent Elcho score of 1878 upon 
record. For this contest the best of preparation fad been 
made. The English riflemen had been selected with great 
care, as the trophy was in Irish hands, and Scottish riflemen 
of the small-bore stripe had many a defeat to wipe out. Last

field. The story of the day’s work is briefly told : 

The pring coeped shortly after 9 -o’clock from the green 
sward in ‘of the grand stand. Ireland, from the very 
start, secured a lead, and rolled up a range total of 543 points, 
or an average of a little more than 67 per man. England 
scored 584 and Scotland 582. There was much dissatisfac- 
tion among the Scotch, and the Englishmen boasted that the 
fight was not yet over when this result was announced. But 
it was evident to all that the day was to the Irish team. They 
seemed to grasp the weather better and kept their guns under 
better control. The Irish total had never been before beaten 
at Wimbledon, and only eqd@alled by themselves a year ago. 
The Scotch and English totals were, with this exception, the 
best scores yet made, and it was evident that the day was to 
be one of big scores. The 900-yard range scores were ; Ire- 
land, 585; England, 521; Scotland, 523. This made the 
total for the two ners Ireland, 1,078; England, 1,055; 
Scotland, 1,055. The 1,000-yard range was fired over very 
carefully, and the light and wind holding as before the scores 
did not show any very marked falling off. Taking into ac- 
count the difference in the.ranges, the 532 of the Irishmen at 
1,060 yards is even better than 543 at 800 yards. The Scotch- 
men fell off at the 1,000 yards, while the Englishmen did not 
do much better. Compare the work of this day with the 
previous Elcho Shield scores which have been made upon the 
new target during the five years past. That Ireland is pick- 
ing up wonderfully is shown in the fact of four victories in 
the past six years, and each time, too, by rattling high scores.

DR. CARVER’S SHOOT. 





The match of Dr. Carver te shoot against all previous records 
and recorded times in breaking 5,500 glass balls with a rifle 
in 500 minutes, has created no small interest throughout the 
country. Our full report of last week is now supplemented 
by the detailed exhibit of the official time-keeper, displaying 
the work in a somewhat different form to that of the sum- 
maty given with our full score a week ago. The record is 
given by hundreds, according to the time and number to be 
broken. <A schedule time of 9m. 5 5-11s. per hundred is 
given, and these added-to any period of the match will give 
us as in the ‘‘schedule time” column the grade of the match at 
that point. An actual time column explains itself as the total 
Lime actually spent in shooting up to any particular point of the 
contest. The two following columns give the time ahead or 
behind the schedule at any point, and the column of misses will 
be interesting in connection with the time. 

It will be noted that the best time per hundred was in the 
first hundred fired at, which was broken in 5m. and 5s., but 


this pace did not hold, and before taking the rest in the middle 
of the match, 16m. and 80s. were consumed in breaking a 
single hundred. Of course in such a case there were short 
delays while the Doctor received a rapid treatment of the 
eyes, and besides the intervals between rifles were very 
marked. The average time per hundred in breaking was 8m. 
16s. and a trifle over. In the 3ist hundred a rest was taken,

it was shown that they are capable of as rapid-a mani 
as the most iced expert can subject them to. 
Carver could empty his favorite rifle of fourteen accurately 
aimed shots in 15 seconds, each shot bripging down a broken 
ball, there is little more to be enw from the weapon. It 
could as easily have done work twice as rapid had any one 
been found able to handle the piece. Under this severe and, 
better still, practical test, the weapons behaved admirably, 
and this is more noteworthy as the rifles used were 
stock rifles and not special pieces gotten up for such work. 
This is a great triumph for our American rifle makers, and it 
is doubtful whether any foreign make of weapon could as suc- 
cessfully undergo such a trial. When our long-range small 
bores make ect scores at each of the long ranges, as the 
recordg of Creedmoor will show that they have, and our re- 
peating rifles show such a record as fourteen hits in fifteen 
seconds, there would seem but little room for improvement in 
the direction of accuracy or rapidity. 

There can be but little doubt that the puffing of the black

r. Carver’s eyes. The shifting nature of the sky a 
which he shot may have had a large share in irritating and 
dazzling, but no one could suffer the constant puff of sul- 
phurous acid'in the face and the delicate membranes sur- 
rounding the eye without feeling an evil effect. Had some 
measures been taken to guard against this infliction, it is quite 
cerfain that the time would have been much reduced, and b 
the elimination of many of the missés a farther gain would 
have been effected. It is a noteworthy fact about the misses, 
that they are to be traced to the use of new weapons, although 
the guns are, as near as can be by the use of machinery, made 
as like as like can be. Yet there is a difference, which in the 
finer discrimination of actual use becomes apparent. Thus, 
when the Doctor took his old rifle in his hands every shot 
fired meant a struck ball, and upon taking up one of the stock 
rifles, exactly similar in every respect, the misses were likely 
to come. Not that the second rifle was one whit inferior, but 
there was wanting between it and the shooter that exactitude 
of action which long practice had enabled him to acquire with 
the one rifle. Lither rifle is as good as the other, but the in- 
calculable element of personality had much to do with this. 
The whole match was interesting, not as an exhibition there 
and then, but as a record showing one of the extreme reaches 
of the possibilities in rifle shooting. It has settled many im- 

rtant points, and an inspection of the subjoined table will

SHootinc wits Born Eyzs Orzn.—A correspondent sends 
us the following explanatory of Dr. Carver’s method of shoot- 
ing with both eyes: 

‘¢ On throwing the rifle to your face do not commit the com- 
mon error of looking first at your sights, but gaze in the air 
steadily at your mark. Now, if the shooter has shot much 
his arm at once obeys the = or object. eye as we shall call 
it, and covers the mark, ing an allowance for speed, 
direction and parabola. Instantly, without an effort, the right 
eye takes the sight line, and the sights are seen clear, distinct 
and without the haze noticeable when one is closed. This is 
the golden moment for the trigger-finger, and the ball dissi- 
pates into.a sparkling cloud of fragments. To prove my in- 
direct assertion of the independent action of the eyes, let 
the’ shooter now present the rifle from the left shoulder, and 
the gun will look pointed acrosshim. This is because having 
educated the right eye by practice asa sight eye, the left 
looks not at the sight but for the mark, and the right for the 
sights. It is my firm conviction that Carver's fine work could 
not be done hy any one closing one eye.

Errzots of THE Express BULLET ON A PikOR OF Casx 
Izon.—Hditor Forest and Stream: There seems to be a great 
difference in the work done with the Express bullet by differ- 
ent sportsmen. I think this variation does not all come from 
the bullet, though it may-be out of proportion to do the work 
properly. I imagine that most sportsmen are using the Ex- 
press bullet in the common hunting rifle, preys in a 
measure trom the long-range rifle, bored and rifled to carry 
the long bullet, and the Express rifle, which is bored and 
rifled to carry the short, light bullet. The result of the Ex- 
press bullet varies widely when shot from the different rifles. 
Since reading that very interesting letter from Mr. Van Dyke, 
I tried the Lxpress bullet on a piece of cast iron, five-eighths 
of an inch thick, using the same rifle and amount of ammu- 
nition as reported in Forrst anp Stream, Feb. 28, .1878, 
when it penetrated the block. Result as follows: The first 
two struck about three inches from the edge, and each broke 
the iron in pieces. The third struck inches from. the 
e and drove a hole through the iron at fifty feet distance. 
I the same bullet and into a snow-bank, and the 
bullet will expand one inch to one and_five-eighths inches, 
and you have power enough to drive it along, and the work it 
does is fearful on game. 1 have often shot through six to 
eight inches of wood, and the hole where the bullet came 
through would be but little larger than.

PENETRATION, POINT BLANK AND 

EXPRESS RIFLES. 


Eprron Forest AND STREAM : 

Your impression of March 14 contains various letters which are ex- 
ceptionally interesting and instructive, both as regards shot-gans and 
Express rifles. The frst which I observed is that of “H. W.K.,” in 
reference to“ momentum and penetration,” a subject on which Mr. 
Dougall, Sr., has for many years written in order to draw attention to 
the inconsistency of the assumption that the greatest velocity must 
give the greatest penetration, a fact which, from our experience, we 
have also found. It is not my intention now to enter into the cause of 
this, for itis a simple law of nature which many admit to be true in 
other things, but will deny it of guns,and the mysteries of nature are 
more worthy of respect than to put against them the infallibility of the 
paper pad. The question of momentum naturally bears on that of 
“ chilled and hard shot,” and if these be manufactured so that the 
pellets are lighter than those of soft shot, it is a poinc beyond cavil 
that the soft shot, possessing greater weight, thereby possesses greater 
momentum, and consequently range. An Express bullet, being light and 
before a heavy charge of powder, possesses greater velocity for a short 
distance, To my mind, chilled shot may likewise assume greater 
velocity than soft, fora short distance, and thereby be preferable for 
certain game ; but that it can, if it be lighter, have equal range, I can- 
not see, and it is merely a matter of logical reasoning to come to this 
conclusion. The hardness of the chilled shot is undoubtedly an ad- 
vantage, and in fact a necessity inathorough choke-bore gun, where 
the exit of the shot injures the latter’s roundness; but if you cam pro- 
ducs a kind of “choke-bore ” gun which will give you as good shooting 
with the ordinary soft shot as it will with the chilled, you havea gun 
which is decidedly preferable. That isaresult our firm never loses 
sight of, and I have witnessed instances of guns which had been bored 
to shoot hard or chilled shot alone, that were shooting miserably be- 
cause the owner was using whatever shot came’to Lis hand, or was, 
in fact, unable to get the chilled. Is it the experience of any of your 
readers that chilled shot shoots better with a quicker burning powder 
than with a coarse grain slow burning? If so, I could assume that the 
lightness of the pellets of chilled is the reason. The desideratum is, 
a hard shot of eqaal weight with soft shot, pellet for pellet. 

Major Merril! defines what is meant by “point blank:” the English 

being, the distance to which the ball goes without the barrel being 
elevated, the ball never rising above the line of sight; the American 
being, the bali rising above the line of sight, and coming down again, 
is point-blank when it touches the line of sight further on, Now, as you 
thus have the ‘wo alternatives, viz., that your rifle must either throw 
its bullet on a curve, as you do in throwing a quoit, or must, if you do 
not elevate the muzzle, begin to fall to the earth from the moment it 
leaves the muzzle. What or which trajectory is the best for 
sporting purposes? Although this is fully explained in the 
chapter on Express Rifles in my father’s book, ‘ Shooting; Its 
Appliances, Practice and Purpose,” it may be herewith repeated 
The sporting trajectory is certainly that which requires no elevation 
of the muzzle. In playing quoits the aim is to drop the quoit on the 
mark. If you throw short or beyond, of course you miss it and lose 
your money, if‘you have any money on. However, likewise, if your 
rifle throws its bullet as you would your quoit your bullet falls on this 
side of your game, or on the other side over its back, and you lose your 
(edible) game. But that projectory which, without elevating the muz- 
zle, goes a certain distance, is preferable, and the object of the maker 
of a proper Express rifle is to prolong that distance as far as possible 
to prevent the bullet from dropping downward; and, as you look 
straight at a bird and drop it at a certain range with your shot-gun 
without sights, to do likewise with your Express rifle with almost no 
sight, 

As your correspondent, “‘H. W. C,,” in his No. 1 letter on the sport- 
ing rifle, remarks, 200 yards is and ought to be an “ outside limit” at 
which a sportsman should propose to shoot at large game. Much in- 
dustry has been devoted te the production of an Express rifle which 
shall maintain the bullet as far as possible before it reaches the ground, 
and we have certain opinions as to how this is to be obtained, which 
practical use has corroborated, and considéring the very eminent deer- 
stalkers who have furnished us with their experiences with our rifle, 
there is little doubt that if you succeed in carrying out in practice 
that which you know in theory, as explained above, an Express should 
be, it is,a weapon without a peer for large game. 

Mr. Henry Fulton is pretty correct about the “Upsst of Bullets,” 
how that a bullet may expand in the chamber before it has got into the 
rifling. It may happen this way: There are so many varieties of 
cartridges now that a rifle may be chambered for one case and shot 
with another. We have a rifle which was chambered, for a straight 
thick case. It was shot with atapered thin case. The recoil was ter- 
rible and the shooting bad. We found that the thin tapered case ex- 
patided in the chamber, and the bullet, expanding with it, was too big 
behind for the rifling. This is an instance exactly in point, just as Mr. 
Fulton argues and experienced, 

There are, perhaps, pot more than five firms in England who might 
be intrusted with the order of a man who wanted a crack “ Express,” 
and even these five differ much in their mode of production and in the 
results of the shooting of their weapons, It is possible to have good 
shooting and much recoil—bad shooting and little recoil—bullets that 
penetrate too much or too little—and the best aim is the happy medium 
and—the bull’s-eye—nevertheless. dg. D. D.
